CITY COMMISSIONERS’ RECOMMENDATION TURNED DOWN

City council, at a special | 
meeting held Wednesday 

evening, rejected the recom- 
mendation of the city com- 
missioners that a _ cost-of- 
living bonus of $2 weekly be 
paid to married and single 
employees with dependents 
and $1 weekly to unmarried 
employees. 

This action was taken when the 
majority of the aldermen intimat- 
ed there was not sufficient in- 
formation before council to en- 
able them to make a decision on 
the employees’ request for pay- 
ment of cost-of-living bonus based 
on the increase of living costs 
since September, 1939, 

On the vote to refer back to the 
commissioners for further consid- 
eration and report the council split 
five-five, with Mayor John W. Fry} 
casting the deciding vote. 

The commissioners were instruct- 
ed to further study the employees’ 
proposal and to bring to council as 
soon as possible a full report cov-|. 
ering the cost to the city of meeting 
the request of the employees and 
also of the commissioners’ counter 
proposal, and the means by which 
any bonus decided on could be 
financed. 

REOPEN NEGOTIATIONS 

The commissioners were instruct- 
ed to reopen negotiations with the 
employees if they considered re- 


sumption of negotiations would 
serve any useful purpose. 
Appealing for favorable con- 


sideration of the employees’ request, 
Malcolm Ainslie, president of the 
Edmonton Civic Employees’ Federa- 
tion, submitted the payment of the 
cost-of-living bonus was a funda- 
mental part of the nation’s war 
effort. It had been designed, in con- 
junction with the ceiling on com- 
modity prices, to prevent inflation. 
The Prime Minister of Canada, he 
added, had made a nation-wide 
appeal for support of the plan. 

Municipal employees did not come 
within the scope of the cost-of- 
living bonus regulations, he pointed 
out, and urged the city council not 
to take advantage of this techni- 
cality. 

Civic employees have to meet the 
increased cost of living, he stated. 
They have subscribed liberally to 
all war charities, have purchased to 
the limit of their capacity war sav- 
ings certificates and Victory bonds. 
Their efforts, he said, would com- 
pare most favorably with the em- 
ployees of any city in Canada. 

He said the payment of the 
cost-of-living bonus was fair in 
principle. The bonus was increas- 
ed as living costs increased, and

Enables People 
Unify Demands 


The Democratic Monetary Re- 
form Organisation of Canada is 
formed to enable the people to 
unite in a demand for the results 
they desire in common, either: 
through a government in power 
Or by means of their own or- 
ganization, Premier William 
Aberhart, national president of 
the D.M.R.O., stated Thursday: 
The premier, in his capacity as 

president of the recently-formed 
national organization, issued a 
statement to clarify the status of 
this group. The organization de- 
cided not to enter the political 
field as a party, he said. 

As “another political party,” the 
D.M.R.O. would be another divid- 
ing influence, he explained. There- 
fore its function would be to gath- 
er information and place before 
the governments of Canada the 
people's wishes in the matter of 
various reforms. Should a govern- 
ment fail to accede to the people's 
wishes, they would have the neces- 
sary organization to put their own 
candidates in the field and elect 
them, with a mandate to achieve 
the required reforms. 

Premier Aberhart’s 
follows in full: 

There appears to be some mis- 
understanding in certain quarters 
regarding the nature of the Demo- 
cratic Monetary Reform organiza: 
tion of Canada. Contrary to these 
views, the D.M-R.O, is not “just 
another politica] party.” 

Let me make it plain beyond any 
ssaghieal Aes Oe misunderstood. 

‘e monetary reformers look upon 
the old Sante of party polities aga 
vicious and alarming negation of 
democracy in its true essence. 

A party political system which 
has consistently produced condi- 
tions grossly unsatisfactory to the 
people generally is manifestly un- 
democratic and certainly most un- 
desirable.

Miner Ordered 
Disperse Gas 
Hearing Told 


NORDEGG, Alta., Jan. 8.—(CP) 
—Pit Boss John Armstrong, one 
of the 29 men who died in an ex- 
plosion in the Brazeau coa] mine 
here Oct, 31, was quoted today as 
having notified one of his miners 
that an inspector was in the mine 
one day in mid-September and as 
having ordered the miner to dis- 
Perse gas from several places and 
to make certain temporary 
changes in the ventilation system. 
Jack Bozak, miner, testified be- 

fore the Ewing royal commission 
Investigating the causes of the 
disaster. He said Armstrong told 
him W. G. Heeley, district mines 
inspector at Calgary for the Al- 
berta department of lands and 
mines, was in the mine that day 
and that “some of those dirty 
places” should be “brushed off” im- 
mediately, 

Bozak said Armstrong also in- 
structed him to remove a ventila- 
tion tube from one of the “rooms” 
or working sections and place the 
tube along the level which con- 
nects the rooms, and that he obey- 
ed all those instructions. 

He said there was gas in the room 
from which he removed the ventila- 
tion tube on the day of the in- 
spector's visit, and that after taking 
the tube out he fenced the room 
off and marked it—“dangerous— 
keep oul.”

GAS CAUSED FAINTING 
COMMISSION IS TOLD 
NORDEGG, Alta., Jan. 8.—(CP) 
—Isador Szwarich, blond youth, 
known to his fellow mine work- 
ers as “the human safety lamp” 
because of his high susceptibility

Wanted: Social Security 


LTHOUGH employment was then general and is now at 

its peak, where it will stay until the end of the war, 

the Government of Canada in July, 1940 inaugurated 
Unemployment Insurance. 


In thus establishing machinery, in time of full em- 
ployment, to guarantee Canadians against suffering due 
to unemployment, Ottawa subscribes to the principle and 
the precedent that the proper moment to impose charges 
for social security is before social insecurity becomes acute. 


If this principle is sound so far as the unemployment 
insurance aspect of social security is concerned, it is 
equally sound in the case of other aspects of social security. 


The present session of Parliament ends January 21. 
The new session of Parliament opens January 22. In that 
new session, the Government has promised to deal with 
suggested changes in the Old Age Pensions Act, to make 
decisions with regard to an increased pension, with regard 
to the fixing of a more liberal age limit and with regard 
to vexatious regulations. 


While the Old Age Pensions are thus under review, 
what ‘better time could be found to review the entire 
question of social security jn Canada and bring in legisla- 
tion moving further towards social justice ih the matter, 
not only of retirement insurance, but of health insurance 
as well? 


Now is the time to do it. There is virtually no un- 
employment of employables. Wages are relatively high. 
The few cents that would be levied weekly to secure free- 
dom from worry in cases of old age, worklessness and 
ill-health would impose no hardship. They would hardly 
be noticed. 


(SANG? yet the collection ‘of these infinitesimal charges. 
now, would build up a fund of hundreds of millions of 


dollars to assure our people decent livelihoods no matter 
what economic hardships the end of the war may bring. 


If every man knew that the attainment of 60 or 65 
would bring no risk of privation, what an infinitely better 
spirit would prevail throughout the country. 


If every man knew that health insurance, fought 
bitterly in England, at first, and now hailed as a national 
blessing, would make it unnecessary for him to postpone 
attention to his health for fear of incurring unpayable 
debt, what a saving there would be in human life. 
“A nation’s health is a nation’s wealth.” 


If every man knew that economic accidents, involving 
loss of employment, could not bring starvation, with how 
much greater zeal would he tackle the jobs to be done. 


Social security elevates the moral tone of a country. 
It improves the morale of a country. It is the difference 
between existence and living. It is the factor that turns 
barbarity into civilization. 

Here is the story of any 100 young Canadians: 


At the age of 25, they are strong, healthy and 
hopeful. 


Forty years later, 36 of them are dead; one is well- 
to-do; four live comfortably; five are gainfully employed; 
54 are entirely dependent upon relatives and friends. 


Is it any wonder that some of our young men, survey- 
ing these facts, are moved to ask: 


“Is this a world worth fighting for?” 


_ Social security, represented by health insurance, 
unemployment. insurance and retirement insurance, would 
have changed that story. 


Health insurance and unemployment insurance would 
have cut down that tragic death rate. Decent retirement 


insurance would have eliminated those 54 cases of aged 
helplessness entirely. 


Social justice has become the chief objective of 
democracy. 


Australia, New Zealand and Great Britain have em- 
barked upon it widely. The social security legislation in 
the United States, of course, is almost revolutionary. 

Only Canada, of the English-speaking world, 
behind. : 

We are fighting against social injustice and in- 
humanity in this war. 

Surely our war effort must be compatible with our 
democratic way of life. Our way of life, in all common 
sense, cannot conflict with the idealistic principles for 
which we are fighting. 

Just as we are bound to combat social disaster and 
inhumanity on the battlefield, so are we equally bound to 
establish social justice and humanity at home. 


Human life and human well being are the earth's most 
precious assets.

LONDON, Jan. 8—(CP)—For- 
eign Secretary Eden denied today 
there had been any “neglect” by 
the government in preparing the 
defence of Singapore against 
Japanese attack, declaring, “if we 
were wrong it was a deliberate 
decision and not one based on 
neglect.” 

He said that the problem of Ma- 
layan defence was weighed each 
time the war cabinet considered 
sending reinforcements to the 
Middle East or Russia.

Thus they became 
easy prey for the large interests 
who could provide the party with 
funds, Party politics was thereby 
degraded to the level of two or 
more warring groups manoeuvring 
to galn office, and the people were 
considered merely pawns to be 
used in gaining that end through 
propaganda, profit-mongering, piv- 
mises of patronage, pandering, 
panic-raising, and any other perni- 
cious practices which were con- 
sideréd effective. That is not de- 
mocracy—but it ts the form in 
-which democracy has been render- 
ed impotent. It ts this horrible 
example of {impoverishment, this 
spectacle of the magnificence of 
democracy, shorn of its vitality. 
like Samson grinding in the prison 
house, that inspires and encourages 
sincere people on every hand to 
hope and work for its deliverance. 


MUST FACE FACTS 

1 know that there will be some 
persons who will resent that in- 
dictment of party politics, but it is 
the truth, nevertheless, and we 
must learn today to face facts us 
they are, not as we might hope 
them to be. 

In fts highest and truest form, 
democracy is government in accord- 
ance with the will of the people as 
a whole, This means that all the 
people should be enabled unitedly 
to state clearly and definitely the 


results they want from the man-+ party which is elected. 


agement of their affairs. 

These results on which the over- 
whelming majority of electors are 
united would qpnstitute the great- 
est common measure Of agreement 
as an expression of “the will of the 
people,” and should take precedence 
in the administration of national 
affairs, over objectives which have 
less general support. 


NEED TWO THINGS 


In order to secure democratic 
government along these lines 
two things are necessary. In the 


first place the people must be able 
to decide for themselves unitedly as 
to which results they want. In the 
second place, the people must be 
in a position to insist on obedience 
to their decisions. Both these es- 
sentials can only be attained ef- 
fectually when the people have 
been fully organized and properly 
informed. Unless they are enlight- 
ened and organized to assert their 
constitutiona! democratic rights, 
they will of necessity continue to 
be helpless. It is impossible to 
stress this seemingly obvious fact 
too strongly. 

Party politics cannot provide | 
this essential machinery of democ- 
racy, for party politics create a

NEW YORK, Jan. 8—(CP)—A 
split between the Nazi party and a 
group of German generals and out- 
breaks of dissension, hunger and 
disease among German troops on 
the Russian front were related to- 
day by the New York Times in a 
dispatch from Washington, 

The Times said the story of con- 
ditions in the German armed forces 
was told in an official report “by 
one of the governments of the 
united nations” to the United States 
war department. The department 
did not authenticate or comment 
upon the document, nor did it re- 
lease it. The newspaper did not say 
where it obtained the information 
contained in the report. 

Agents inside Russia, Germany 
and France co-operated in gather- 
ing the information contained in 
the report, said the dispatch. It 
listed 1,250,000 German soldiers and 
25,000 officers as having been killed 
or’ missing in Russia up to Dee. 1 
The report said these figures did 
not take into account the Germans 
who were wounded or taken 
prisoner, 

The dispatch continued: 


“In addition to these losses in 
personnel, the report said that 12 
German armored divisions were 
smashed out of the 21 armored 
divisions the Germans threw into 
the eastern campaign.” The ex- 
tent of these losses could be 
gauged, the document noted, by 
recalling that the Germans com- 
pleted the conquest of Poland 
with only nine armored divisions. 
“These losses, plus the violent 
and relentless Russian attacks in 
sub-zero weather, have been in- 
flicted, the report commented, on 
an army that is fighting without 
shelter and often without adequate 

supplies of food The German 
supply lines, which worked so well 


over vast distances in moderate 
weather, had often broken down 
during the cold retreat, resulting 


in hunger and disease. 


INFLUENZA STRIKES 
“Coincidentally, the war depart- 
ment was told the German divi- 
sions in the north had been badly 
handicapped by influenza which 
had stricken as ‘high as 50 per cent 
in some units.’ This situation, the 
report added, was complicated for 
the Germans by the loss of a great 
number of their doctors who were 
now being replaced by Lithuanian 


Latvian and Estonian doctors. De- 
spite these reinforcements, the 
document said, the shortage stil! 
existed and was further compli- 


cated by a shortage of chloroform 
mornhine and opium 

“These factors, the report as- 
serted, had Jed to a deep division 
between the leaders of the Nazi 
party and a group of German gen- 
erals who are said to have insisted 
as early as Oct. 15 that the losses 
in the ranks on the eastern front 
were so heavy that major opera- 
tions should be halted or post- 

poned.” 

The dispatch said the report de- 
clared that as early as October, 
there was evidence of an army 
plot to take over command of Ger- 
many, Admiral Canari, head of the 
German intelligence services, and a 
General Marschner were said to be 
in charge of the purported army 
revolt. This group, according to the 
report, has its own broadcasting sta-

Discussing the blaze which left 
Only: the brick walls of the struc- 
ture standing, Chief Macgregor 
pointed out that one of the strange 
factors of the disaster was the fact 
that the flames gained such a 
“strangle hold” on the building in 
such a short space of time. 


BLAZING INFERNO 

“The whole interior of the build- 
ing,” declared the chief, “was a 
blazing inferno by fhe time fire 
equipment reached the scene. [ 
think it's very strange#that no one 


noticed the conflagration and turn- 
ed in an alarm sooner than they 
did. When we arrived on the scene 
we had no chance at all to control 
the flames. All we could do was 
pour on water,” he said.

But, Mr. Eden added, a different 
view was taken by the Australian 
Prime Minister, John Curtin. 


REJECTS SUGGESTION 

He rejecled a suggestion that 
munitions sent to Russia should 
have been used for Singapore in 
stead, saying he knew the supplies 
“played a very valuable part in the 
Russian military effort.” 

Discussing the Russian situation, 
Mr. Eden said current Soviet suc- 
cesses were due to the arrival of 
new divisions at the front, but he 
warned against too much optimism 


because the German army still is 
very strong. 
The German reversals were 


not “to any extent due to chance,” 
Mr. Eden added, but result from 
the first fact that the Russians 
fought a “fighting retreat,” sec- 
ond the scorched earth policy, 
third guerilla activity, and fourth, 
new divisions. 

He termed Russian resurgence a 
remarkable achievement and at- 
tributed it to “fanatical patriotism.” 


BUILD IN RETREAT 

“Whilst a fighting retreat was 
going, the Russians were beginning 
to build up their armies behind the 
lines and it is those new armies 


which are now coming into action,” 
Mr, Eden said. 


Mr. Attlee, in his war review, 
said frankly that Britain did not 
have sufficient resources for com- 
plete preparation against the Jap- 
anese who, he declared, at: present 
have the most powerful fleet: in 
the Pacific. 


Members cheered when he sum- 
med up accounts after the first 
month of war in the Pacific even 
though they were given little new 
information about the war effort. 

News of further steps to co-or- 
dinate manpower and munitions of 
the united nations awaited the re- 
turn of the prime minister from 
America, 

In a broad summarization of the 
war Mr, Attlee said: 

“The fact that the United States 
has entered the war on our side has 
determined the result of the war, 
but does not offset the advantages 
that accrue to Japan in the begin- 
ning... .” 


He declared that even if Brit- 
ain had increased her own pro- 
duction te the utmost she could 
not produce enough arms at pres- 
ent for the Far East to equal the 
strong military force of Japan. 

Apparently in reply to criticism 
of the seeming inadequacy of Brit- 
ish military preparations in the far 
east. Mr. Attlee said the fact Brit- 
ain’s Pacific positions were less 
strongly garrisoned and equipped 
than might have been wished was 
not due to lack of foresight 


CANNOT BE EVERYWHERE

Onus For Sale 
Of Motor Cars 


ls On Dealers 


OTTAWA, Jan. 8.—(CP)— 
Motor Vehicles Controller J. H. 
Berry said Wednesday night Can- 
adian automobile dealers, will be 
personally respons'ble for allocat- 
ing the 6,000 new cars now tn 
their hands among those who 
wish to buy. 

Monday night Munitions Minister 
Howe announced that production of 
new cars for civilian use will 
be stopped around the end of 
March or early in April, after pre- 
sent inventories of already fabri- 
cated parts have been exhausted. 

There had been reports stocks of 
cars in dealers’ showrooms might 
be “frozen” as a result of the plan- 
ned production stoppage, but Mr 
Berry’s statement last night said 
sales of such cars are not prohibited 
at present. 


“USE DISCRETION” 

“The dealers themselves have 
agreed to use discretion in deciding 
fo whom new cars may be sold,” 
Mr. Berry said. “Last week repre- 
sentatives of the dealers met with 
us in Ottawa and we reached a 
very satisfactory agreement. 

“The dealers themselves ‘ will 
make the decision as to who shall 
have a car. but it is understood, 
of course. that doctors, police de- 
partments. fire departments and 
other public men and public ser- 
vices will receive preference.” 

“Providing motorists of Canada 
exercise every precaution against 
accidents. drive their cars as little 
as possible, and keep their cars in 
good mechanical condition, no mat- 
ter how long the war may last 
there will be enough cars for those 
who really need them,” Mr. Berry 
seis last nicht. 

Even without new car production 
there was no reason to fear a short- 
age serious enough to affect those 
really in need of cars. 


SUFFICIENT CARS 

“There are so many automobiles 
{n Canada,” he said, “that we could 
take every man, woman and child 
in the country, load them all into the 
cars and trucks now in use, and 
take them all for a drive. 

“Of passenger cats there are 
more than 1,200,000, and of trucks 
more than 250,000. This 1,450,000 
total, when compared with our 
11,000,000 population, gives us ap- 
proximately one vehicle for every 
Seven persons,” 

Of the second-hand cars lots of 
Cunada there were some 22,500 cars 
from which many thousands of miles 
of service could be obtained. 

“So long as there is one secona- 


*hand car available, so long as there 


is one passenger car in use for noth- 
ing but pleasure driving, it cannot 
be said that a shortage exists,” said 
Mr. Berry. 


PRICE CONTROL 


Prices of second-hand cars would 
not be allowed to skyrocket, the cou- 
troller emphasized, and he added: 
“It is illegal to sell a used car at a 
price higher than could have been 
obtained for the same car during 
basic period of Sept. 15 to Oct. 11. 
1941, as fixed by the wartime prices 
and trade board.” 

A new car “bank” or “pool” 
Would be built up from the cars now 
being assembled from already fab- 
ricated parts, so aS to assure a sup- 
ply of cars for essential purposes af- 
ter production stops. 

“Details of how we shall ar- 
Tange the bank now are being 
worked oul,” seid Mr. Berry. 
“There are a good many problems 
which musj first be solved. Most 
important of these is provision for 
the storage of the cars, but the 
question of financing is also im- 
Portant.” 

The controlley said he was unable 
to predict whether any manufac- 
turer would be allowed to produce, 
on a drastically reduced quota, new 
Cars to be added to the “bank” after 
present inventories of fabricated 
parts are exhausted. r 

“Rrobably we shall not find it 
necessary,” he said. “Enough parts 
will be made available for repairs, 
so the present supply of cars in the 
hands of the public can be made 
to last a very long time. 

‘Voluntary co-operation on the 
part of the public in eliminating 
waste, rationing of gasoline, 
curtailment of new tire sales, 
all have an effect.”

He loofts as if he would have 
made a good chauffeur of mechanic 
in peace-time but was certainly 
mich below the level of intelli. 
gence averaged by British and Am- 
erican aviators, But he was happy 
at last, to meet someone with whom 
he could converse in Japanese, so 
he talked on quite freely. 

CAN'T EXCHANGE PRISONERS 

“It's very depressing being pris- 
oners like we are because we can 
never be exchanged. Japan has no 
exchange prisoners—no Japanese is 
supposed to become a_ prisoner. 
This the most shameful thing 
that could have happened to us. 
Now we can never go home. Even 
after the war ends we cannot go 
back to Japan. If we did our fam- 
ilies would be disgraced.” 

While the pilot talked the two 
Japanese gunners sat on their 
cots, mostly I'stening. Sometimes 
the young forward gunner with a 
patch over his right eye uttered 
a few words animatedly, momen- 
tarily losing his dull deadpan 
expression. The rear-gunner, a 
burly Jananese peasant who said 
he used to be a wrestler, looked 
even more like a second-rate ex- 
Dug than bis companion, Ye inet 
looked dumb and you couldn't tell 
whether he was thinking or was 
just trying to. All three great- 
ly resembled most of the Japan- 
ese soldiers | had seen im south- 
ern Indo-China last September

Mr. Ainslie submitted that refus-

BONUS AN EXPERIMENT 


A very great number of civic 
employees held that war expendi- 
tures and war charities should be 
financed through a general levy or 
taxation, They did not hide behind 
these opinions when asked to buy 
war savings certificates and Victory 
bonds, Mr. Ainslie stated. 

Meet the request of the employees 
and you will have satisfied work- 
ers. If granted the bonus they can 
continue and possibly increase their 
financial support of the nation's 
war effort, he added, as he appeal- 
ed for equaltiy of treatment for 
civic employees with those em- 
ployed in private industry. 

Mr. Ainslie concluded his sub- 
mission by stating that the cost-of- 
living bonus was an experiment 
which could only be successful if 
all wholeheartedly participated in 
that experiment. 

C. E. Brown, speaking for the 
electrical workers, said the em- 
Ployces were against a fixed pay- 
ment, and that they preferred a 
bonus that followed the cost-of- 
living trend. 

RESOLUTIONS DEFEATED 

J. E. Billingsley, president of 
the Street Railway International 
union, submitted tihat street rail- 
way employees should come under 
the bonus regulations as did men 


employed on the Winnipeg, Van-| 


couver and Calgary systems. 

Supporting the principle of 
payment of a cost-of-living 
bonus, Ald. Sidney Parsons said 
the Dominion government had 
set the example to the nation by 
paying civil servants the bonus, 
He considered it imperative that 
a bonus be paid civic employees, 
and moved that council go on 
record as favoring the payment 
of a cost-of-living bonus. He also 
moved that negotiations be start- 
ed to determine the date from 
which the bonus be computed. 
These resolutions were defeat- 
ed when council passed the 
amendment by Ald. Ogilvie. 

Ald. F. J. Mitchell asked that fur- 
ther information be brought to 
council by the commissioners. He} 
said it was not possible to make a} 
decision until aldermen knew how! 
it was proposed to finance the in- 
creased cost. 

CLAIMS OFFER FAIR 

Aldermen Guy Patterson, K.C., 
and H. D. Ainlay both favored the 
payment of a cost-of-living bonus, 
but both expressed the opinion 
there was not sufficient material 
before council to enable them to 
determine the amount of the bonus 
to be paid. 

City Commissioner John Hodg- 
son told council that the offer 
made by the commissioners was 
similar to that made by the cities 
of Toronto, Montreal and Halifax 
to employees, and also by Cal- 
gary public school board. He 
considered the offer fair, and 
pointed out that it was higher 
than could be expected under 
the provisions of the 8253 order- 
in-council. 


URGE CONSIDERATION 


In a communication to the mem- 
bers of the city council the Tax- 
payers’ Protective Association of 
Edmonton urged that no hasty de- 
cision be made by council on this 
serious matter. 

The communication said that in 
considering the question it should 
be kept in mind that during the 
past depression the civic em- 
ployees’ reductions in wages and 
salaries never averaged more than 
10 per cent, though the cost of 
living went gown 23 per cent be- 
low the 1929 level. 

It was pointed out also that the 
cost of living was still 4.4 per cent

Of Britain's home front, he said 
the Royal Air Force “is carrying 
the battle on the Atlantic into 
the enemy's camp by sinking his 
own supply ships” in addition to 
helping the navy keep open vital 
communications, 

He said that by sweeps over 
northwestern France and Germany 
the R.A.F. “Alone among the armed 
forces of the British crown was abic 
to make its weight felt in the Rus 
sian battle.” 

PLANES CHIEF NEED 

Protecting forces necessary in the 
west left the Germans “with fewer 
than half their fighter squadrons” 
on the Russian front “available to 
shoot down the deadly Russian 
Stormovik dive bomber which was 
attacking their troops, tanks and 
transport.”

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Jasper Deserves Attention 


Jasper Park has never got its fair 
share of federal money aS compared 
with Banff, Over a period of more than 
a half century millions of dollars have 
been spent in making the scenic attrac- 
tions of the Banff park available to 
tourists and in providing tourist com- 
fort and convenience. No comparable 
sum has been spent at Jasper, allowing 
fully for the fact that it is the junior 
playground in point of time, Aside from 
making roads, of something less than 
the Banff standard, Jasper has not 
been given the benefit of any extensive 
improvement program. 

The present is not a hopeful time to 
expect much money to be spent on 
other than war account. But of what- 
ever amount is available during war- 
time for park development, Jasper is 
entitled to more than a strictly propor- 
tionate share, to make up for past ne- 
glect. And when the war ends and 
park improvement becomes again prac- 
ticable on a large scale, Jasper certain- 
ly will have a valid claim to preferen- 
tial treatment. 


Free Germans 


The Free German organization at 
Montreal has advised Washington 
that it adheres to the pact of alliance 
against the Axis powers. Remember- 
ing the ferocious and vengeful charac- 
ter of the Nazis, this action may bring 
Severe punishment upon some people 
in Germany if they are known to be re- 
lated to members of the organization. 
But for the fear of such reprisals, the 
Free German movement in Canada 
would be numerically strong and active. 

The views which the organization 
has ventured to express are undoubted- 
ly shared by the great mass of people 
outside Germany who trace back to 
German ancestors. It is the misfor- 
tune of such persons that they have 
to walk warily lest kinsfolk living in 
Germany be penalized on their account. 
They are not for this reason free to 
identify themselves openly as enemies 
of the unscrupulous faction that runs 
the concentration camps in that 
country. 

But the hundreds of men of Ger- 
man extraction who are serving volun- 
tarily in Canada’s fighting forces show 
What Germans abroad think of Hitler 
and his gang of hoodlums. All honor 
to these men. German and Nazi are 
by no means synonymous terms, 
though the fifth columnists have tried 
to make them so. 


Throwing Away Their “Tools” 


Moscow refutes the Berlin pretence 
that its armies on the eastern front are | 
merely withdrawing to a better winter 
fighting line, by two convincing state- 
ments. One is that the invaders are 
losing 2,500 men killed per day in the 
withdrawing operation on the Moscow 
front alone. The other is a list of 
equipment abandoned by the retreating 
Nazis which is amazing in the variety 
and amount of supplies thus falling into 
Russian hands, 

This booty ranges all the way from 
tanks to railway rolling stock, from 
motorized vehicles to clothing, from 
rifles to carloads of food and ammuni- 
tion dumps, These are not things 


which soldiers would willingly leave be- | 


hind them in a cold country, with con- 
tinuous fighting in prospect, and a 
‘burned earth area to be traversed. The 
discarded equipment tells even more 
plainly than the heavy casualties what 
is happening on the Russian front. 
These “‘tools” are left behind only be- 
cause the retreating armies cannot tra- 
vel fast enough without sacrificing 
them, 

If this is Generalissimo Hitler's idea 
of an orderly withdrawal it is not not- 
ably different from what was going on 
a month ago under Brauchitsch, 
has some sinister resemblance to what 
happened in the same erea when Napo- 
leon’s army had to back-track through 
the snow,

The plain fact is that the Fuehrer's 
armies are trying to get somewhere to 
the rear with the least possible loss of 
time, the “somewhere” depending not 
upon Hitler's choice but upon how long 


and how furiously the Russians keep | 


up the drive. It may be the new com- 
mander-in-chief has plans for a winter 
campaign in North Africa or Asia 
Minor, but the present outlook is that 
he may find employment-for his talents 
in saving what remnants he can of the 
forces he sent into Russia. 


No Slackening Anywhere 


Plans do not win wars, though wars 
cannot be won without them. Pro- 
grams, military or economic, have to be 
translated into action, and in a war 
of the magnitude of the present one the 
ape must be correspondingly 

road and the action fully in keeping. 

The construction schedule an- 
nounced by President Roosevelt sets a 
world record. Neither Nazi Germany 
nor Russia undertook to produce such 
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a quantity of equipment in so short a 
time, and neither could undertake such 
a program with any likelihood of more 
than fractional success in fulfilling it. 
But this schedule has not yet been 
made fact. The tanks and planes and 
guns and ships are not “in being’. They 
never will be brought into being unless 
skilled men set themselves resolutely to 
the task. It is possible that, with every 
exertion, the results will fall some way 
short of the marks set. 

To turn out these unprecedented 
numbers of machines it is said 15,000,- 
000 mechanics will be required, and the 
number now on war work in the United 
States is placed at 5,200,000. Where the 
others are to be obtained is one of the 
‘problems which will have to be solved 
if the output is to measure up fully to 
the plans. 

Any feeling in Canada or the other 
Allied countries that all-out production 
is less urgent here or there now that 
the United States is going into action 
on this gigantic scale is altogether un- 
warranted and dangerous. All western 
Europe is producing munitions for the 
enemy, and a large part of the popula- 
tion of China is also doing so, under 
threat, cajolery and bribery, In no 
Allied country should the wheels turn 
more slowly or men work less énergeti- 
cally because the President has called 
upon the industries and people of the 
United States for mass production. 

The more “tools” the Allied forces 
are given the fewer men they will lose, 
and the sooner they will finish the job. 

Finnish ministers are spending so 
much time in Stockholm that corres- 
pondents there suspect they have 
changed their minds about the advis- 
ability of making peace with Russia, 
If so, Sweden is a likely meeting place 
for the negotiators. And a good deal 
of Nazi prestige has gone down the 
river since Helsinki said “no” to Wash- 
ington a few weeks ago.

Molotov has issued a statement 
charging the Nazi authorities with hav- 
ing encouraged and directed a policy of 
systematic outrage and mass murder in 
the section of Russia overrun by their 
forces. He says the crimes thus com- 
mitted are being tabulated with full 
particulars, and that retribution will 
be exacted in due course. A similar 
“doomsday book” could be compiled 
and probably will be compiled, in every 
country invaded by Hitler’s forces. It 
can only be hoped, but also doubted, 
that when the day of reckoning comes, 
punishment will fall only upon those 
responsible.

Common Purp 


Allies Need Some Positive Creed ° 


to Hold Them Together 


For Victory 
By HAROLD L, WEIR 

Unless the allied democracies speedily 
work out a common formula for the im- 
provement of the democratic way of life 
they will not have a sufficiently powerful 
common objective to hold them together, 
and a good deal of the war effort will be 
dissipated in petty frictions. 

The mere destruction of Hitler and the 
negation of his doctrine 
are not enough. Heroic 
action springs from asser- 
tion, not negation. Only 
positive doctrines will 
inspire positive deeds, 

So far, the allied de- 
mocracies appear to have 
overlooked this point. 

The Atlantic Charter 
had few social implica- 
tions, There was a grand 
gesture of justice heads 
those who have already 
felt Hitler's heel. Rather Harold L. Welr 
amazingly, this gesture was not extended 
towards our own people. 

Even the most recent Washington con- 
ference was: singularly devoid of any 
reference to the sociological consequences 
of victory which might be held out as a 
reward to our young people and provide 
them with a positive rather than a nega- 
tive reason to fight, 

We definitely need a common purpose 
big enough and compelling enough to ren- 
der trivial those little irritations that are 
bourld to spring up between the allied 


nations. 
In the Pacific 


It is not necessary to look long or hard 
for an apt illustration of this point. 

There is already evident a not incon- 
siderable amount of carefully expressed 
heartburning in the Pacific command over 
the appointment of Sir Archibald Wavell 
as commander-in-chief. 

The opinion has been politely, but none 
the less feelingly, put forward that, since 
the American fleet is expected to bear the 
brunt of the defensive and offensive action 
in the Far East, American Admiral Thomas 
C. Hart should have been in top spot. 

American observers have hinted, not 
without justice, that there is an unpleasant 
suspicion, in the United States about the 
ability of part of the British high com- 
mand. 

There {fs avprehension, too, that British 
generals might misunderstand American 
views as Lord Haig, in the early days of 
the last war, misunderstood thé views of 
General Pershing. 

Unofficial Dutch objections do not 
reach the point of resentment. But there 
is a feeling in the Dutch East Indies that 
the large part already played by the Neth- 
erlands navy should have had more recog- 
nition, 

None of these feelings fs actually dang- 
erous. But they undoubtedly are inimical 
to maximum efficiency. 

Only a common social objective, elevat- 
ing the war to the stature of a burning 
crusade, can minimize the effect of these

difficulties. Men will nourish and pet 
their dignity and vanity if they are only 
on a punitive or retaliatory or destructive 
expedition. 

They will swallow any affront, stifle 
every selfish thought if they know they 
are actually building a brave new world. 


In Germany 


But if a common program of social jus- 
tice, looking to a better world, is neces- 
sary to promote an allied victory, it is also 
necessary to the promotion of a Nazi col- 
lapse. 

There is undoubtely unrest in Ger- 
many, just now, over Hitler's dismissal of 
his generals. And some optimistic com- 
mentators have hazarded the opinion that 
a revolution against Hitler is imminent. 

Revolutions sometimes follow queer 
patterns. But, to be logical, a German 
revolution would have to be aimed at an 
improvement of the German lot, 

Why, then, should the Germans upset 
Hitler? Actually, he is the only person 
who offers them anything. He has denied 
them social justice, it is true, But he 
promises to justify this deprivation by 
making them heirs to a stolen world, mas- 
ters and owners of all Europe. He prom- 
ises to share his loot with them. 

They would not find the prospect of 
another republic attractive because their 
last republic led directly into Hitlerism. 

Logically, they could not support an 
army revolt against Hitler, because con- 
trol by the army would mean contro] by 
the Prussian junkers and a return to con- 
quistadorial kaiserism which started the 
whole chain of tragic circumstances. 

Absolutely the only thing that would 
induce the German people to turn against 
Hitler would be the offer of a system of 
government that would restore to them 
social justice and give them hopes of a 
better way of li's then ‘"-» are able to 
expect, under Hitler, in the future. 

Before we can oiler i ..'m of social 
justice to the restless Germans, in any 
convincing way, we have got to establish 
social justice among ourselves, 

It is useless to hope for any co-opera- 
tion from the German people until our 
way of life becomes so much more attrac- 
tive than the way of life Hitler is able to 
offer, that they would welcome conquest 
by ourselves. 


Central Fact 


It is obvious, then, from every stand- 
point, that victory depends upon an in- 
creased sensitivity of our social con- 
science, 

This is the central fact In the winning 
of the war and the winning of peace. 

We have got to translate some of the 
idealism of democracy to the black and 
white positiveness of law, We have to carry 
our fine vague principles of liberty and 
happiness into the actual lives of the 
underprivileged. ‘ 

We have got to fight soclal Injustice 
with social justice. We have got to make 
victory inseparable from a finer and a 
fuller Jife for all our people. 

We must remember that millions of 
people on this continent are convinced that 
Only a life worth living is a life worth 
fighting for.

Both at home and abroad it should be 
made emphatically clear that when the 
President signed the “Declaration by 
United Nations” here in Washington last 
week, he had already received from Con- 
gress authority for the pledges he made. 

He pledged the United States “to em- 
ploy its full resources, military or econ- 
omic, against those mem- 
bers of the tripartite pact 
and its adherents with 
which” this government 
is at war. In its three war 
resolutions against Japan, 
Germany and Italy, Con- 
gress had already “auth- 
orized and directed” him 
“to employ the entire 
naval and military forces 
of the United States and 
the resources of the gov- 
ernment,” and Congress * * , 
had itself already pledged W. Lippmann 
“all the resources of the country.” The 
President, furthermore, gave a pledge that 
this government would not make “a separ- 
ate armistice or peace with the enemies.” 
Congress in the war resolutions had al- 
ready directed him “to bring the conflict” 
with Japan, Germany and Italy “to a suc- 
cessful termination,” which can mean only 
he is to prosecute the war until our ene- 
mies are unable or unwilling to continue 


to wage war. 
Authority 


Resting as it does upon the three joint 
resolutions of Congress, upon the war 
powers of the President, upon his auth- 
ority as commander-in-chief and upon his 
power to conduct foreign relations, the 
adherence of the United States to the 
declaration is more solidly based and more 
thoroughgoing than any other great com- 
mitment in our history, Never before has 
the United States gone to war with such 
unanimity in Congress or with such solid- 
arity among the two branches of the gov- 
ernment. Never before has a great Amer- 
jean policy in foreign affairs had quite 
such full authority; certainly not the 
Monroe Doctrine or the Open Door policy 
or thee Pan-American policy, all of which 
have been founded on executive action, 
without any such pledge in advance by 
to dedicate “all the resources 
of the country” to a successful termina- 
tion of the conflict with the opponents of 
the American policy. 

This declaration js now, therefore, the 
fundamenta! charter of American foreign 
policy, and with this charter all other 
policies have now to be reconciled. 


Foolish Affair 


That there is need to reconcile them 
has been vividly demonstrated in the 
lamentable affair of St. Pierre and Mique- 
lon, Though the whole history of, this affair 
is not clear, and while it would be un- 
profitable to attempt to rehearse the de- 
tails, enough is known to establish a gen- 
eral conclusion, It is that the negotiations 
about these French islands in the vicinity 
of Newfoundland had been under way be- 
fore the United States was at war, and that 
the measures contemplated by the State 
Denartment in regard to these islands, as 
well as other French possessions in this 
hemisphere, were to a considerable degree 
based on the idea that the United States 
Was a neutral, separate from our present 
allies and pursuing a course of its own. 

This conception persisted after we were 
at war, persisted even while the President 
and the Prime Minister were arranging for 
common action at the White House across 


! 


the way from the State Department. The 
result was the arbitrary action of Gen- 
€ral de Gaulle and the equally arbitrary 
outburst from the State Department. 
Not Alert 
The real lesson of the affair is that the 
State Depratment was not alert. When 


| we were on the verge of war and even 


after we were at war, it had not adjusted 
its mind, its procedure, or {ts language, to 
the new condition of things. The State 
Department was still, as late as Christmas 
Day, carrying on routine State Depart- 
ment business as usual. The result has 
been to embarrass everybody, ourselves, 
our allies and our friends throughout the 
‘world, and for lack of clear thinking to 
make a mountain out of a mole hill, 

No doubt the President and the Prime 
Minister will find a way out of the em- 
barrassment. 

But this blunder, this little diplomatic 
Pearl Harbor, should put us on guard. It 
must cause us to ask whether the State 
Department is too bureaucratic in the 
Spirit of some of its officers to adjust itself 
rapidly enough to the new and vast re- 
sponsibilities of the war. It has long been 
evident, for example, that the State De- 
partment was far from being a coherent 
organization in the administration of the 
foreign policy of,the President and the 
Secretary of Stat® It has long been evi- 
dent that in the lower reaches of the State 
Department there was in spirit at least a 
lack of what we may describe gently as 
team-work. And there has long been 
doubt whether in some of the most critical 
areas of the outer world. the State Denart- 
ment has had sufficiently astute and ex- 
perienced observers and informants, 

Moreover, it remains to be seen 
whether the State Department has as yet 
worked out the implications of the agree- 
ments whieh have been reached at the 
White House for a united conduct of the 
war. In particular this applies to the 
relationshin between the hemisnhere 
policy on the ane hand and the unity of 
the war on the other hand. For it is at 
least certain that no profitable thought

7,000 Trainees 
Receiving Calls 


OTTAWA, Jan. 8—(CP)—The 
number of men required by the 
department of national defence for 
the 13th period of comgulsory mili- 
tary training beginning today, has 
been increased from 5,000 to 7,000 
men, Maj.-Gen. L. R. LaF leche, asso- 
ciate deputy minister of national 
war services, said today. 

Of the total, 3,300 will be men 
who have not yet been called out 
for compulsory military training, 
and 3,700 will be men who have al- 
ready undergone 30 days’ training 
and are being recalled. 

The requisition calls for category 
“A” men only. 

The number of men who, on noti- 
fication of the divisional registrars 
of the department of national war 
services, have reported to military 
training centres of the department 
of national defence and have been 
accepted for training to date, is as 
follows;

Bank President 
Lauds Canada’s 
War Production 


MONTREAL, Jai. 8—(CP)—In 
a few weeks the stream of war 
apparatus from workshops in 
Canada and the United States 
“will be a torrent and in a few 
months that torrent will be a 
flood", Morris W. Wilson told 
shareholders of the Royal Bank 
in his presidential address at their 
annual meeting today. 

Mr. Wilson said that “planning 
tnd preparation for production of 
war equipment are now largely 
complete.” 

After discussing Canada’s capa- 
city to expand and its industrial 
expansion Mr. Wilson said that 
“two years ago we were incapable 
of outfitting an infantry division 
but today our industries can equip 
a new diviison every six weeks and 
Canadian equipment is being used 
in every area of the war,” 


GREAT CO-OPERATION 

Dealing with employment condi- 
tions Mr. Wilson stressed that “it is 
Significant that our extraordinary 
industrial expansion should have 
taken place with so great co-opera- 
tion between capital and labor. In 
the first six months of 1941 there 
was a time loss per 1,000 workers 
of only 54 working days compared 
with 41 in Britain and 381 in the 
United States.” 

Mr. Wilson said: “Credit must be 
given to the government for the 
way in which it approached indus- 
try and persuaded manufacturers to 
go into production of the strange 
and complicated apparatus of war. 
Not only did the government show 
initiative of organizing on a scale 
that would have appalled people in 
ordinary times, but it made avail- 
able advances of money to build 
new plants and to expand produc- 
tion. It spr-ad its contracts through- 
out the country wherever firms or 
individuals could be found who 
were in a position to fill them.” 

Sydney G. Dobson, genera] man- 
ager of the bank, reported that 
business in Canada has reached a 
momentum never before experienc- 
ed in its history and indications 
were that 1942 would see all rec- 


ords broken in commercial ex- 
pansion. 
Mr. Dobson stated that share- 


holders could look forward to satis- 
factory results from the bank’s op- 
erations during the year despite 
higher living costs, lower yields on 
government securities and the need 
for increased staffs 

The meeting was routine and re- 
ports were adopted and directors re- 
elected. 

The announcement was made of 
the appointment of Mr. Dobson as 
vice-president of the bank and the 
addition of Arthur Cross, Montreal, 
and Norman C. Urquhart, Toronto, 
to the board of directors.

2nd_ Battalion, Edmonton 
Regiment, (R)CA. 

He is R.S.M. Charles Laubman— 
@ soldier whose experiences in 
decoding the enemy's complicated 
cypher messages would fill a book 
on the little-known but vitally 
important job of discovering what 
the enemy is going to do before 
he does it. 

R.S.M. Laubman enlisted in Ed- 
monton in April 1916 with the 202nd 
Battalion under Lt. Col. P. E. Bowen, 
joining the famous 49th Battalion 
in France the following May. Soon 
after he was chosen to join the 
staff on Intelligence “E”, 1st British 
Army. He remained on the strength 
however, of the 49th until his dis- 
charge in Edmonton on August 15, 
1919. 

Intelligence “E” had to do with 
decoding messages sent out by the 
enemy, and a high degree of train- 
ing and instruction was necessary, 
as well as advanced educationai 
standards.

2 Persons Are 
Burned In Oil 
Can Explosion 


Sudden explosion of a can of 
crankcase oil which was heating 
on the kitchen stove caused severe 
injury to two persons, endanger- 
ed the life of a rour-months-old 
baby and set fire to premises at 
9322 108 avenue late Wednesday 
afternoon. 

Most seriously injured in the 
blaze, Mrs. Don Gallagher, sustain- 
ed extensive burns about the face, 
neck and chest. «Her-husband was 
also burned about the face. Both 
of the injured persons were rushed 
to the office of Dr. J. P. Johnston, 
9434 111 avenue, by Const. Bob 
Robertson in a police car, where 
first aid treatment was given. 


GIVES ALARM 


The alarm was turned in at 4:10 
p.m. by Mrs. H. Gable, who also re- 
sides at 9322 108 avenue. Mrs 
Gable declared that she heard the 
fire “crackling” in the back up- 
stairs kitchen of the Gallagher's 
Suite and that after sounding the 
alarm her first thoughts were for 
the safety of her four-months-old 
baby. She snatched the infant from 
its crib and rushed outside. 


Prompt arrival of fire fighters 
from Halls Nos. 2 and 5, under 
the personal direction of Fire 
Chief James Macgregor, confined 
the blaze to the kitchen where 
considerable damage was done. 

Mr. Gallagher, according to a 
police report, was working on his 
car and had placed a one-gallon 
can of crankcase oil on the gas 
stove in order to “heat it up.” He 
then left the house to continue his 
work and was outside when the 
explosion occurred. ; 

Suddenly the can of oil flared up 
in a lightning flash of flame and 
within seconds the room was alight. 
Mrs. Gallagher rushed into the 
kitchen and made a futile attempt 
to douse the fire and received 
severe burns on her face and body 
Attracted by, the cries of the wo- 
men, Mr, Gallagher returned to the 
house, raced upstairs and into the 
blazing room. He was unable to 
do anything to contro] the blaze but 
was burned about the face. 

Seconds later firemen and 
police officers were on the scene 
and the flames were extinguished 
before they had a chance to 
spread to the rest of the house. 

The explosion “was probably 
caused by gas fumes rising from 
the heating can of oil,” Fire Chief 
Macgregor told The Bulletin. 

Dr. Johnston attended the injur- 
ed persons and described the burns 
as first degree burns, which while 
painful, would not have any seri- 
ous after effects, 

The house is owned by Mrs. Mary 
J. Armstrong, who also resides on 
the premises. She told police that 
$2,000 insurance was carried.

The idea is to be fit, not flat 
on your back. 

Now that exercise amounts to a 
daily defence dozen, it’s going to be 
| popular—but don't let your en- 
thusiasm run away with you. If 
exercise is to do you more good 
than harm, you have to know your 
own strength and follow certain 
rules. 
| You are never too old to exercise, 
provided you have a strong heart. 
But the amount and kind depend 
upon your physical condition and 
on how long it has been since you 
exercised. Watch for your own fa- 
tigue signals and stop before you 
over-do. 

The first general rule is to begin 
very gradually. Just five or 10 min- 
utes of daily stretching may be all 
you are up to. Later you should 
take 15 to 30 minutes of calisthenics 
in your stride. 

When you take an exercise for 
one part of the body, follow with 
an exercise that works a different 
set of muscles. In other words, fol- 
low a deep-knee bend with arm ex- 
ercise. This is the best means of 
stimulating the circulation and that 
is what you are after. 

The time of day you exercise 
does not particularly matter, ex- 
cept that you should never exer- 
cise when physically fatigued. If 
you are mentally tired, mild ex- 
ercise may be better than a rest. 
Never take strenuous exercive 
immediately after a heavy meal. 
It interferes with the digestion. 

You don’t have to exercise before 

breakfast if you don't feel like it. 
But you may find you like the ef- 
fect of horizontal stretching. Un- 
less you are in excellent condition, 
it is best not to get up from eight 
hours’ sleep and suddenly start 
bending over to touch your fingers 
to toes. This sends the blood rush- 
ing to your head and may make you 
dizzy. That old favorite forward 
bend is not what it’s cracked up to 
be at any time—and it's even less 
so in the mornings 

It used to be thought that exer- 
cise in a cold room was the thing. 
That is not true. The room should 
be comfortably warm but a fresh} 
circulation of air is needed. As} 
you exercise you use more oxygen. 

Don't get a cold, but if you do, 
discontinue the exercises until you 
are well over it. Rest is what

Comparable with the demand for 
qualified nurses in other Canadian 
and American points, the call for 
nurses continues at a brisk pace in 
Edmonton, according to a survey 
made of city hospitals. 

Since the initial appeal for aid 
in South Africa, several registered 
nurses have left Edmonton for ser- 
vice there. Nurses are also serving 
with the navy, the army and the 
air-force, in addition to filling 
posts in country hospitals, and 
meeting the routine heed for the 
“angels in white” in hospitals, pri- 
vate homes, sanitarlums and doc- 
tors’ offices. 

Good nurses are hard to obtain 
today, although there is no short- 
age of applicants at the nursing 
schools, it was stated by Miss Mar- 
garet Fraser, superintendent of 
nurses at the Royal Alexandra hos- 
pital. She added that it has been 
difficult, of late, to keep the grad- 
uate staff up to strength, chiefly 
because of the Edmonton graduates 
taking posts in other Canadian 
cities and in the United States. 

Supply has met demand at the 
General hospital, and at the Uni- 
versity hospital it was reported 
that nurses are being taken on from 
outside points, because of the staff 
joining the services. There is no 
shortage at the Misericordia hos- 
pital, } 

Calls are being rthade to the city 
for hospital duty nurses in country 
hospitals, it was reported by the 
nurses’ registry office.

The dietetic treatment for acute 
and chronic forms of Bright's Dis- 
ease, or nephritis, is much the same, 
While the acute form disappears 
quickly under proper treatment, the 
chronic form may be 4 very reéri- 
ous disorder and often requires pro- 
longed treatment with diet and other 
measures in order to produce much 
improvement in the condition of the 
patient 

In the acute form, the period of 
dieting is relatively short and it is 
possible to leave protein out of the 
diet for a time, but the chronic 


form requires such a long dieting, 


period that it is necessary to give 
the patient a reasonable amount of 
protein in order to make up for 
that Jost through the kidneys. 

A satisfactory treatment in most 
cases is the use of the tomato juice 
or orange juice fast for about five 
days. If an analysis of the kidney 
elimination at the end of that time 
shows a decided improvement, the 
fast may be broken with a non- 
starchy and non-protein diet lasting 
for about two weeks and then a 
reasonable amount of protein may 
be added 

At this stage the patient is allow- 
ed lean meat, eggs and perhaps 
fish, using about four ounces of tne 
meat at the dinner meal, Analysis 
should be made every two or three 
weeks to see if albumin is till 
showing in the kidney excretion, 

Should the jnitial fast not correct 
the trouble it is often advisable to 
use a milk diet for one or two 
months, limiting the amount of 
milk to below three quarts a day. 
It is best to use a glass of milk 
every hour during the day, each 
glass being preceded by a few 
drops of lemon juice. Enemas must 
be taken daily while the milk is 
being used, taking at least one a 
day, as the milk will not provide 
the necessary bulk for the colon to 
move of itself. . 

Strenuous work should be avoid- 
ed by the patient with chronic 
nephritis but most patients benefit 
from a moderate amount of exercise 
in the form of calisthenics and 
walking. It is important to keep

load. Several shower or sponge 
baths may be taken daily for this 
purpose, Cool showers may be used 
if the skin reacts with a warm 
glow. It is best to keep on using 
one enema daily as long as ay 
albumin or hyaline casts are pre- 
sented in the urinalysis, 

The kidneys should be provided 
with plenty of water and large 
amounts may be taken during the 
day. In most cases I do not find 
it necessary in my practice to limit 
the amount of water, and I find it 
helpful in washing out the toxic 
substances which are irritating the 
kidneys 

Even after improvement has taken 
place, the patient should be very 
careful of his diet. All highly 
seasoned foods should be avoided 
and the amount of salt used should 
be kept to the minimum. 

Partly cured patients may live 
for ten or twenty years after the 
disease is discovered if they are 
careful. It is generally possible, 
when the case is found soon enough, 
to bring about enough improve- 
ment so that the patient gets 
along well as long as he continues { 
to observe the rules of healthful 
living. It must be remembered that 
all of the eliminative channels 
should be kept open inorder to put 
the least possinle burden upon the 
kidneys,
